FROM THE MAILBAG c 


While recuperating from by-pass surgery, 
Bob Kline(W6LED) has been engaged in 
some research and writing. He sent in 
the following true story which we 
thought would be of interest to us HAMS: 


In 1896, Marconi discovered that wire- 
less telegraphy could be used as a commun- 
ication medium. And when did the first 
radiotelephone get its first use? You 
ain't gonna believe this, but it occured 
just six years after Marconi stunned the 
world with his discovery. 


And you ain't gonna believe this, either. 


After many of the world's great scientists 
stated that voice could never be passed 
over the airwaves, it was accomplished by 
a 13 year old boy in San Francisco! 

To get the full significance of this 
feat, please remember that Dr. Lee DeForest 
did not invent the audion tube until 1907. 

This means that young Frances J. McCarty 
demonstrated his radiotelephone in 1902, 
just 5 years before DeForest did his thing. 

How did the kid do it? I dunno, but 
he did. His first demonstrated voice 
demo was across Stowe Lake in Golden 
Gate Park, not far, but it did get across 
that small pond. 

The next year 1903, the kid transmitted 
his voice signal over a distance of 3 
miles. 

In 1905, he set up a transmitter at 
Cliff House, and transmitted songs and 
stuff to a receiver just one mile south on 
Great Highway. 

This last demo was for a group of 
skeptical reporters, who laughed at the 
hoax this kid was perpetrating on the 
public. 

When he first started to transmit, 
something went wrong and everything was 
garbled or not heard at all. But the 
reporters stuck around to mortify and 
villify the kid, but after a while the 
real stuff started coming through. Then, 
in disbelief, they insisted he dig a 
trench around the receiver, 5 feet deep, 
so they could be sure they could find 
the wires that connected the appartus at 
Cliff House to the receiver. They finally 
conceded that McCarthy, did in fact send 
that stuff over the air. 


McCarty wanted to set up the 
McCarty Wireless Telephone Company 
and finally did so, but with only 
5 people having receivers to hear 
him. What he attempted to do was 
get financial backing, so he went 
to a former S.F. Mayor, James D. 
Phelan, who usually plunked some 
dough into worthwhile causes and 
some which were directed to certain 
tainted political bosses. When 
McCarty told Phelan that he could 
talk to a person on the other side 
of Market St., i.e., office to 
office, Phelan remarked, "Absolutely 
absurd, those waves or whatever you 
call them, would get all fouled up 
in all the street noises. If the 
man across the street could receive 
my waves, he would also get a lot 
of other waves from the horsecars 
and carriages, and everything else 
on the street. Why he would never 
be able to make head or tails out 
of anything I tried to say". 

Others, however, did finance 
McCarty with the issuance of 200,000 
shares of capital stock at par 
$1.00 and 100,000 shares went to 
McCarty along with a controlling 
interest. The question that arose 
among people of the day was: It 
appears that had McCarty not come 
along with his invention, then audio 
transmission over the wireless 
might never have been accomplished?" 
As a matter of fact, during that same 
period of time a few others were 
doing the same thing.... but they 
were not just teenage lads. Such 
big names in the wireless field 
as Vladimir Poulson, Reginald 
Fessenden and Arthur Collins were 
sending voice signals through the 
wireless medium. 

Later, McCarty used the arc to 
improve his wireless telephone. 

Just 2 weeks before he reached his 
18th birthday, he was driving a horse 
cart in Oakland, the horse bolted 
and McCarty died from injuries caused 
by his head striking an iron pole.
